Tur South Australian Museum has recently placed their entire collection of these 
Coleoptera, including a number of types, at my disposal. Through this kindness 
lam now able to clear up some ol the more doubtful species of the two families, 
publish some very interesting notes on the geographical distribution of known 
forms, and finally deseribe a munbér of new species. Especially interesting is a 
new species of the genus Scolylolarsus Schedl, which was originally deseribed from 
Afriea, and has now been found in Australia.

Besides the male of this species, deseribed fron the Philippine Islands, | now 
find the female in a long series of both sexes from Australia, The Australian speci- 
mens are somewhat the larger. The female is larger, 2:7 mm. long, more sleuder, 
nearly five times as long as wide, the front flat, finely punctured, and also separated 
trom the vertex by an acute angle; the pronotum is as in the male, the elytra ave 
more slender, each rounded behind and furnished with a short brush of reddish 
hairs.

PLATYPUS OPACIFRONS B. sp. 


Besides a single specimen, male, iu my own collection, | have now seen two 
female specimens frou New Gitiuea. The new species is one or the larger members 
of the Pialypi sulcati group, and is easily recognized by the senlptire of the pro- 
notum and the deelivital armature, 

à Pieeus, 10 mm., long, 3:2 tines as Jong as wide. Front flat, feebly depressed, 
densely areolate, the margins more shining, median portion opaque, towards vertes 
somewhat angilately rounded, Antennal seape longer than wide. — Prouotum 
shining, subqnadvate, minntely punctured, the median suleus fine, surrounded by 
a short oval transverse patch of densely-plaeed punctures. Elyíra wider (31: 98), 


auc 2:0 times as long as pronotinn, sides parallel, rather narrowly rounded behind, 
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eylindrieal, obliquely convex in the apical fourth, dise striate-qminetate, the stra 
punetires very small and indistinet iu most of the striae; striae | md U suleate 
thronghont, the others ucar the declivity only, the interstices snb-conves Lo convex, 
shining, sub-impuietate, the first, third, filth, and seventh ending im recessed spines 
on the upper limit of the declivity, that of the first being the shortest, the third the 
longest and bent outwards; interstices 2, 4, 6, aud 5 eud aliruptly as broad snb- 
recessed processes, the declivital face sub-shining, irregularly punctured, aud with 
a large stont spiuc in lower half on fifth mterstice. Abdomen normal. 

9 Larger liu more slender, 10-6 imn, long, 271 times as loug as wide. Front 
opaque, feebly impressed, and with very small seatfered pinetures which are 
noticeable under a very strong magnilication only ; median line developed as a dark 
shining line frou vertex down to belaw middle, Autennae as im male, Pronotum 
more slender (32:27), the femoral grooves visible as very wide shallow lateral 
depressious, the pateh of punetirres more pear-shaped, Elytra bmi little wider 
thau pronotinu, 2:0 times as long as pronotum, parallel sided and broadly rounded 
behind; the sulei more shallow, the strial pinetures more indistinet than in the 
male; the base of first four interstices granulate, the third with the longest pateh, 
devlivity convex, more steeply than in male, the lower two-thirds sub-perpendicu- 
larly aplanate, above aud before this face with a transverse impression on each 
side, the face with alow protuberance on eath side vear lateral margin, the entire 
deelivity covered with reddish rather lons hairs. Front tibiae of both sexes with 
eodgrse transverse CHP,

4. Reddish-brown, 4:1 mmn, long, HA times as long as wide. Similar in ap- 
pearance to P. seudgraimisis Sans, hut larger and more slender, The granules of 
ihe first interstiee of the elytra indicate that this spectes misi be placed in the 
Platypi dorso-suleali ovoup. Kront. flat. shining, sparsely and irregularly punc- 
tured auteriarly, subopaqne. densely areolate, and with short, yellow prbesecuce 
above. Pronotim shining, bit Mille longer than wide, femoral grooves shallow 
when viewed from above; median snleus (ine. piueturation rather coarse all over. 
the punetires more densely placed on the anterior half and along median sulens. 
Elytra wider (12:5: 11), and 2:2 tines as long as pronotum ; sides parallel, broadly 
rounded behind, eyliudrical, rather abruptly convex m posterior third, the upper 
angle of deelivital convexity and the ebvtral dise distinet; dise striate-punetate. 


strial pinietures round and rather small: all si riae impressed, the mterspaces l'eebly 
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eouvex, with scattered panerures, the first narrow and with a row of fine granules 
an its entire length. all interstices Dbeeanung finely uniseriately granulate shortly 
hefore the declivity, the declivital eouvexity opaque, with minute irregularly- 
placed setose granules, Imn some specimens the granules of the first iuterstice of 
the elytra are hardly noticeable. 

9 Of the same colour, but somewhat onore slender than the male. The an- 
terior part of the front is samewhat elevated, shining, aud more distinetly punc- 
tured, the posterior portion ranehly areolate, and with the median Hne teebly 
impressed above. The pronotum similar to that of taale. the pnuctures finer and 
more sparsely placed. Elytra very slender, feebly convex behind, perpendiauarly 
aplanate at the apex ; base of third interstice widened and densely finely eranniate ; 
deelivity opaque. with reddish pubescenes aud minute grames,

PLATYPUS PSEUDO-OPACURS IL Sp. 


& Dark reddish-brown, 7:2 min. long, 3554 times as long as wide. This species 
resembles somewhat P. semiopacus Sirohm. Front Aat, sub-shining, aud finely 
pmetnred on epistomal margin, more sparsely pimetiured on area above as far up 
as the lower margin of eyes, opaque, aul densely ronehly puuctied, aud with 
yellow pubescence posteriorly, medially with depressed striae, Auteunal seape 
longer than wide. Prouotim shining, quadrate, rather coarsely and deusely pime- 
tared on the anterior half, the punctures very sparsely placed iaid very fine behind, 
eoarser and more crowded again along the basal border, median suleus long, fine, 
widened anteriorly. Elytra little wider (23: 20) and 2:2 (nes as long as prono- 
tunt, sides straight, feebly dividing towards ind broadly raided at apes, cylin- 
drieal, niiforinly convex behind, dise striite-punetate, strial piuietires somewhat 
irregiularly. placed, the first sirine strongly, the athers feebly, impressed; inter- 
spaces sibeouvex ta Hat; with seattered ireeqularty- placed punetures, fourth nar- 
rowed and ceasing before apex as in allied species of the Platyp? sileuti wronp. the 
fused fourth aud fifth striae deeply impressed near the base: behind the middie all 
the interspaces become opaque, at first with an irregmlar donble cow of shining 
coarse granales; towards the declivital convexity the granules decrease gradually 
in size. aud towards the apex they are redneed ta a single row of very fine rungo- 
sities; the declivital convexity subaplanate below, with a small tubercle on the 
centre of the face of the seeond interstice, another oue on the apieal margin opposite 
the thied interstice, the lower face dil with irregidarly-placed minute granules, 
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the eighth mterstiee shine, irregularly punetured, widened towards apex and 
extending (o apical fourth of elytra, where it becomes narrowed, somewhat pro- 
dueed ind finely serrated on its upper side. 

9 Somewhat. larger than male, the sides of elytra iore parallel, aud tbe apex 
more aplanate, Front fat, sub-sbiuing and subnupunctate on anterior half, opaque, 
very tinely and densely punctured above, rounded towards vertex with a horn-like 
compressed pracess m the centre of anterior half. Prowvetium shiniug, qnadrate, 
without visible femoral erooyes, with rather coarse and densely-plaved puuetures 
on auterior half ; median sileus foe but distinet, surrouudel by a eordilori trans- 
verse patch of densely-placed fine punetnres. Elytra: with the striae deeply 
nnpresseisd to suleate, the interspaces convex, the third and fourth densely rugose 
ab base. apieal converity rugose and with vellowish short ereet pubeseciee, the 
apical triangular perpeuhoular plate opaque and densely wramuate.

§ Reddish-brown, 3-0 nun. long, 37:2 rimes as loug as wide. This is appar- 
ently the Australian form of P. subgranoxus i.i; tlie new species is decidedly 
smaller, darker in colour, las tlie mterstiees af the elytra comparatively narrower 
mid the striae more inpressed ni both sexes, and the elytral declivity more abruptly 
convex nm the male. Front flat, shiniug, densely rougesely areotated, and with a 
depressed median longitudinal stria, rounded towards the vertex. Pronotiun dis- 
tinctly longer than wide (32:937), shining, femoral grooves strongly developed; 
median sens lone and distinet, usually with a few course piuinetures around its 
anterior extremi y; surface rather deusely covered with punetures of varying size. 
with a shallow depression on the auterior half on both sides of median line. Elytra 
wider (31: 27) and 1: 7 tunes as long as pronotum, of the sime general shape as 7^, 
suhgranosus nb, the discal strive deep, the punetirees eontluent to indistinet, tbe 
interstices rather narrow, rather coarsely irregulariy puretured, exeept the third 
whieh is impinetate, the first extremely narrow and broken by the large pirnetures 
Tuto short narrow ridges ; inthe caudal third all interstices become tubereulate and 
opaque, wregnlarly fiueby granulate, aud covered with short yellow pibescenee, the 
apieal margin acute; abdomen normal. 

9 More slender. due to the more cloueate elytra, the front with the median 
line finely. earinate and elevated below, l'eebly depressed above: pronotimt very 
sparsely puiiettured, the few punetures of equal size, retienlate to minutely pune- 
fulate, especially on anterior halt. Etytra with the striae rather deep, the pime- 
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Cares obsolete, Che interstices narrowly convex, sub-inipinetate, finely rugose near 
the base, especially the third, whieh is alse widened up to ihe suture; declivity 
Feehily convex, granulate, and sub-shining above, perpendieular helow, the entire 
declivity covered with short reddish hairs.

4. Daek reddish-brown, 9:6 inu. Jong, T.4 (ines as long as wide. A very 
distiuet species, tead vostrate, front longer than wide, plano-convex, opaque 
when the hairs ave abraded, shining above; vertex separated from front by an aente 
auge, a kind of protuberance in the middle, with a fringe of long upwardly-eurled 
hairs arising from the anterior portion, a similar but somewhat shorter plush ex- 
lending From upper half downwards. Pronotum longer than wide (28: 20) ; pos- 
foro-lateral angles feebly, the antero-lateral angles strongly rounded, the femoral 
erooves visible as a very long and very shallow emargination ; median suleus abso- 
lee, with densely-placed longitudinal striae on more than the posterior. third. 


Niytra wider (22: 20) aud 2:2 (ines as long as pronotin ; sides sub-parallel, Éeclily 
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constricted and obliquely convex in the posterior. fourth ; dise striate-punetate, 
strial punctures obsolete, first, second, third, fourth, and ninth striae narrowly aud 
deeply impressed. throughout. the others ou the eaudal portion. only; interstices 
1 to 2 convex and mipunetate, the others flat, base of third deusely granulate; all 
interstices more strongly convex towards the dechvity, tlie second. ceasing as a 
shori blunt recessed spine, the third similarly ending bnt the spine extremely long; 
interstiees 4 10 6 reaching the deelivital face but narrowed and euding withoul 
armature, the seventh and eighth fused at apex to form a shart spine which exteuds 
but little further behind than the third interstices, the ninth narrow and fused with 
lateral process which is long. slender, and somewhat ineurved, the declivital face 
abliqne, shining, densely rugose, depressed along the suture.

LEPERISINUR WMACULATUS 11. Sp. 


Reddish-brown, 2-3 ma., long, 2:1 times as long as wide, The first speeies of 
the genus to be deseribed from Australia. H is easily recognized by the size, seueral 
shape, and senlpture. 

Front teebly eoneave, deusely finely punetiuved, covered with shart seale-like 
hairs. Eyes oblong, oval, nearly touching below. Pronotum disiinetly wider thant 
iong (CH: 21), widest near base, postero-lateral angles feebly roniided, base bi- 
simuate, sides sub-parallel on hasal half, strongly constricted cephalad, apex nar- 
rowly rounded, Teebly raised. and with lew low asperities; surface densely aud 
finely but shallowly punctured, near the eonstiietion at the sides with few very 
small eramiles, densely covered with pale vellow seales of two different tv pes, the 
one very small, hair-like, inclined aud very uinnerous, the other sib-erect, larger 
and fewer in mimber. Elytra but litthe wider and 2-5 tives as long as pronotun : 
sides parallel on anterior two-thirds, anvuiately roiuided belinud ; base finely renu- 
late, eylindrieal on more than the basal half. nuiformly rennded towards the apex. 
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deeply striate-punetate, striae narrow, the puuetires small and couflnent iu pari, 
the interstices wide, subeouvex, densely finely covered with puuetures, eaeh of 
whieh bears à small hair-like pale vellow seale, usiilly three to four punetnres 
veross oue titerstice besides à row of larger erect scales on each interstice. The 
seales of both types beeome dark-brown on iwo trausverse bands, one of which 
extends aloug the base for a short distance laterad, and is rather broad; the other 
is narrow, bi-sinnate, and situated shortly behind the middle. The second speci- 
weu, apparently a Female, lias the front evenly convex, but corresponds in all other 
respects with the other.

Piceus, elviral deelivity more veddish, 1-9 mm. long, 2:1 (imes as long as 
wide, The transverse rngae on the first elytral imterstice distinguishes this species 
from its allies of the ludian Region. Prom plano-convex, densely finely punetured, 
and with short yellow downwardly-directed hairs, with a short fine median carina 
just above the epistomal margin, whieh is continued eandad by a wide oval polished 
space, apparently asexual character, Pronotum distinctly wider than long, widest 
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near the base, sides rounded, and eonvergent. [vom the base bo the narrowly- 
rounded apex, bni imterrnpted by a shallow constriction in front, surface shining, 
ascending from the apex 0o the base, closely moderately coarsely pnuctured, except 
for a Few vellow hairs, without pubescence, Elytra wider (31:29). and 2:0 times 
as long as pronotum; sides parallel on more than basal half. broadly rounded be- 
hind; deelivity eonvex, commencing shortly behind the middle, deeply striate- 
pnuekate, strial puuctives imdistinet ; interspaces flat at the base becoming nar- 
rower and strongly convex towards the deelivity. the first narrow throughout, 
and with tiberele-like rngae near the base and wiiseriately tuberculate behind 
up te the apex, the second widened basally. and here covered with mnuerons 
Vrarsverse rugat; on the dise aud deelivity similar toe the first, the outer inter- 
stives with a few transverse rieae near the base, mrannlate-pnnetate on the dise, 
and tuberenlate behind; the deelivity sub-opaqne, all interstices narrowly 
elevaled, and with a regular row of tnbercles, the second narrower (han the firsi 
and third. the first somewhat more strongly elevated, the first three continned ta 
ihe apes, (he third meeting with the ninth, the others shorter, entire declivity 
covered with short snb-nelined pale yellowish, seale-like pubescence. The antennal 
chub is large, broadly oval, and with indistinet feebly oblique suture.

PHLOESINVS TRANSVERSANIUS 0, Sp. 


Nearly black, 1:7 nim. long, 2:2 times as long as wide. The second species to 
be recorded: from Australia: it ds easily recognized by the mumerons transverse 
rmgae of the elytra. Front snb-shining, conves above, eireularly depressed helow, 
densely finely somewhat ronzhly punetured below, more regularly puuctired on 
{he npper convex portion. the depression surrounded by Fringe of moderately 
densely phiced yellowish ineurved hairs, Pronotum feebly wider than long. base 
strongly bi-sinnate, postero-kiteral angles only feehly rounded, sides arenate aud 
narrowed towards the apex, narrowly constricted before the latter, apical margin 
rather narrowly rounded ; surface shining, feebly convex, densely regularly poder- 
ately coarsely punetured, and with long sparsely-placed hairs. Elytra bnt little 
wider and 1:7 times as long as pronottin:; humeral angles rectangnlar, sides sub- 
parallel on basal half, broadly rounded behind, declivity connneneing at middle, 
eradually declivons and eonvex: dise with hardly visible rows of pinetures, the 
striae impressed bit the punetires irreeular, confluent, and near the base obsolete 
on aeconni of the strongly. developed rugao; interstices opaque, rather narrow, 


densely covered with rows of small transverse rugae, especially near the base on 
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the sides the rugae partly replaced by puuetnres, the basal half therefore grate- 
like; on the declivity all interstiees become somewhat narrower, more convex, the 
punctures of the striae more indistinct, the granules of the interstices replaced by 
small punctures which are placed in irregular double rows on each interspace; each 
puncture and transverse ruga on the dise bears a short vellowisl more or less in- 
clined hair.

This represents the 
variety Lea refers to. in his deseription of Pieiets koebelet, as having no elyíval 
eranules, finer pubescence, and the scales more ninnceroius on both the pranotnm and 
the elytra. F have examined this species thoronghlly, and find that it has a five- 
segmented intemial funiele, and belongs to the genus Vyleehimus Chap. The 
nearest relative is V formasanus Sebedl, The latter has the elytra with the strial 
pimetures mneh coarser, the interspaces narrower and with ouly a single vaw of 
yellow rather long seales, 

Front. plano-convex. densely finely pinetured, with short; pale, and erect 
pubescence anteriorly. Hives large, long oval, somewhat narrowed in Front, 
strongly narrowed below. Pronotum distinetly wider than long, widest at base. 
the lutter bi-sinuate, the postero-lateral angles rectangular, sides broadly rounded 
aud convergent towards the apex, the latter rather narrowly. ronnded, surface 
feebly convex, ascending From the apex to the base: densely coarsely punetnved, 
towards the antevala(eral angles the punetures are replaced by minnté asperities, 
entire surface covered with scales of two types. the larger ones arising frou the 
prnetures, the smaller ones from the interstices, Elytra but little wider (39:37), 
aud 2:0 times as long as the pronotin ; sides sub-parallel on the basal three-fifths, 
rather narrowly, Teebly angulately connded behind, deelvity convex. and com- 
mencing shortly behind dhe middle: entire surface opaque, rather finely striate- 
punetate, striae narrowly impressed; xtrial pinetires. small. interstices feelily 
convex, retienlate, and apparently with a row of distinet pimelures; each iuter- 
slice bears a fairly regnlar row of vellow seales, ind mimerous mach smaller seale- 
like hairs; first interstiee continned to apex, meeting the ninl, interstices 2, 3, 
and d meeting the Insel seventh and eighth, others gradually shorter.

The locality label 
on this specimen, ** Australia", and the short deseripiion of Lea, led me to nis- 
determine it. Lt is uot V, compressus as | al first thought, but a new species. Front 
shining, snheouvex, densely punctured. Pronotum nearly as wide as long, base 
transverse: sides feebly curved and narrowed to the broadly-rounded apex, apical 
iuareiu anned with several small low asperities, surface shining, sumit distinctly 
before the middle; anterior area densely covered with small asperities, posterior 
area rather strongly but not elosely punctured. Elytra as wide and LG nies as 
long as pronoluni; sides parallel on basal two thirds. broadly rounded behind, cach 
elytron again very feebly separately rounded behind, thus forming a very shallow 
emargination at the suture; evlindrical on basal hall, suleate, and with three 
tubercles on third interstice shortly within the smumit of the lateral eonvexities. 
as in some species of Pf yogenes ; dise fairly regularly striate-puuetite, interstices 
wide, shining, with seattered punctures, declivital suleus irregularly strongly 
punetured, apieal margin acute.

Reddish-brown, deusely covered with seale-like hairs; 4:9 pin. long, 2-5 thues 
as long as wide. This very interestiug species, the second of the geuus, resembles 
in general sculpture S, papar from the Cameroons, bit bas a perpendicular (fth 
sternite on the abdomen, Head. very strongly produced downwards and com- 
pressed, front concave, very densely roughly and coarsely pimetnred, with mode- 
rately long yellow pubecenee which is directed to the median line, the side margins 
af the front np fo the eves acute, the latter sib-eivenlar and lialf-spherieal : anteinuil 
sea pe stout, unieke seven-segmented ; elub conient, feebly compressed, aud without 
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noticeable sutures. Prouotum as long as wide, basal margin snb-trausverse; pos- 
iero-lateral angles rounded, sides l'eeblv areuate, at the base as wide as short before 
the strougly-produeed. anterior constriction, apical margin rounded and feebly 
einaveinate in the middle; surface densely coarsely punetured, covered with vellow 
seale-like hairs whieh are directed towards the distinctly earinate and impietate 
middle line. On a rather large spot in the basal half on each side of the middle line, 
and a sinilar smaller one just before the middle, the seales are dark brown, giving 
at first sight the impression that these spots are hairless. Elytra but little wider 
(20:19), and 1:5 times as long as the pronotiun, sides straight, feebly diverging 
eaudad, transverse at apex. eylindrieal, and very feebly convex at apex; striate- 
punctate, the striae deep but narrow, the punctures largely confinent, the inter- 
stices wide, flat, with somewhat irregular double rows of densely-placed coarse 
punetures, the first three feebly widened posteriorly, and extending to the apical 
margin, the seventh to uinth interstices continued to the third, the others not ex- 
tending so Tar but gradually shortened; all interstices with long seale-like hairs, 
which are of a yellowish colour in the greater part. with two wavy transverse bands 
of dark brown, Abdomen with first fonr sternites normal, the fifth after a short 
eviindrieal portion, which is ax wide as the second sternite, perpendicularly ascend. 
iug to the apex of the elytra: this perpendicular face is rugosely pinietured and 
sparsely covered with long erect dark inconspicuous hairs.
